Washington, May yi— The war army 
bill pniliably will become law within 
the next few days ond hefore the end 
of the week the comprehenoive^lan of 
the War Department tor ralaing a 
force to fight Germany will be In mo- 
tion. 

ConforecB from the Senate and 
House UKrei'd upon the bill today dC' 
elding to retain the Senate'a amend- 
ment under which Colonel Rooaevelt 
may be anthoriaed to raise not more 
than four divialons of Infantry for 
service in France. The report will be 
taken up by the House jirobably to- 
morrow and its adoption there is ex 
pected to be followed quickly by final 
action in the Swiate. 

From CoQgreaa the bill will go to 
the White House for the signature of 
Pii'sldent WIIrou before It becomes a 
law. Although the adminlstratl9n op- 
posed the attachment of any volunteer 
division to the proposed draft plan, It 
is generally beUeved the Prealdent wilK 
sign the bill with the Rooaevelt amend 
ment In It. 

Till' measure as it stands would 
merely authorlae, not command, the 
tecrultlng of a volunteer force for aer 
vine In France. 

The Senaae today passed the House 
bill increasing the enlisted slreuKlh 
of the navy to l.iO.nitO men, that of 
the Marine Corps to 30,000 men and 
granting inoreaaes In pay to the navy's 
enllated personnel equal to thoae pro- 
vided for the armjr Itoreea. 

Orders were isanod today for the 
(TKanlzalion of four new regiments 
and two mounted battalions of engl 
neer troops for the regular army to 
bring the engineer force up to the 
strength provided tor In the National 
IHfense act. The exIsiInK first and 
second regiments of engineers and the 
two mounted cninpanies now in the 
southern department will be expanded 
to form the new units. The third rpgi- 
ment of engineers Is on foreign ser- 
vice in Panama, Hawaii and the 
Phlllppinea and wiirnot be affected.

In eopper, oil and other industries, there is also un- 
checked activity and no reaction in sight, demand far excwding 
supply. 

As an illustration of business development, the April new in- 
corporations in the Eastern States of concerns with a capital of if^(M),- 
000 or over, aggregated )>439,000,000, compared with !l!224.()oi),(i(i() a 
year ago; ■while the total from .tiuinary 1st a}rt?regates !t;1.17(MM)(»,- 
000, as against $898,000,000 for the same period in rjlti. In the Stale 
alone, new eorporationi with a capitalisation of ♦1,000,000 or over, 
amounted to ifilWfi.OOn.OOO in April. 

There has been extraordiimry activity in petroleuiu develop- 
ment, the total anthorizntions of new capital since the first of Jan- 
uary being estiiualeil at .+212,<H)0,000; wiile since the beginning of 
the war the total autiiorized new capital in this field of industry 
has run up to the enormous total of )li751, 000,000. Another new and 
highly important field of development has been that of shipping. 
The new companies of that class organized during the last few 
months have amounted to over $70,000,000, making a total of $180,- 
000,000 sinee the war Ifegan. 

"The o!ie nn.satisfaetory feature to be noted," says the author 
ity (luoted, "is the food outlook. This country undoubtedly faees a 
scareity, especially when the urgency of helping feed our lilies is 
considered.
